It would have been ſome encouragement 
to, and countenance of, the preſent clamor, 
if ourLord had ordered his Apoſtlesto preach 
repentance for remiſſion of fins, to all nations, 
but not to carry ſuch a comfortable doctrine 
to the wicked city of Jeruſalem, that neſt 
of his enemies and murderers, If there had 
been a prohibition of ſuch favour entering 
thoſe gates, through which they had led 
him. out to 8 if the Jews had 
been left out in all Chriſtian diſpenſations 
and mercies ; then it might have given ſome 
handle to the «preſent treatment of thoſe. 

ople: But the thoughts of the Holy 

ne of God were not as our thoughts, nor 
his ways as our ways; though the Jews 
crucified, him, and uttered all manner of 
blaſphemy and outrage to his perſon, yet he 
offered them his gracious and eaſy terms 
of pardon and ſalvation; leſt the houſe

of Vrael ſhould be totally loſt and aban- 
doned to deſpair, that ſeed of Abraham, his 


antient and faithful friend. Notwithſtanding 


their cruel mockerzes and injurious treatment, 


he charged his diſciples to begin at Jeruſa- 
lem, to make them the firſt proffer of his re- 


deeming grace; though they had rudely 


ſtruck the rock, he was deſirous they ſhould 
drink of its refreſhing ſtreams ; and that 
they, who drew his #/oJd, ſhould partake 


of its healing virtue. This temper of the 
holy Jeſus muſt ſtrike greatly upon his 
mind, who 1s a real Chriſtian, and is a very 


leading inducement to our being merciful 
to Jews, even as our Lord was merciful. 


There is nothing more diſtinguiſhes the 
true, from the counterfeit, Chriſtian, than 


a compaſſionate and benign diſpoſition ; than 


an imitation of his conduct, whoſe example 
ſhould be our plan and model of behaviour ; 
than a concern, /tke hrs, at men's infidelity 


and impenitence. What object of diſtreſs is 


more affecting to a great and generous mind, 
to the noble and catholick ſpirit of Chriſt's 
church, than thoſe principles and practices 


which keep a man's name out of the book of 


life? It is the will of God, declared to us in 
ſcripture, that none ſhould periſb, but that all 
ſhould come to repentance ; it muſt be there- 
fore agreeable, and well-pleafing to him, that 
the knowledge of his glory in Jeſus Chriſt 

Rn ſhould 
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ſhould be as univerſal as the light of the 
ſun ; and that wherever the line of nature is 
drawn, it ſhould: be interlined with goſpel 
diſcoveries, and the comforts of divine re- 
velation. With his expiring breath, our 
Saviour prayed his Father to forgive them, 
and imputed their crime to ignorance, They 

know. not what they do. In imitation of our 

Lord, the Church has commanded us, in 

one of our Great Faſts, to pray for the con- 
verſion of all Jes, Turks, Infidels, and, 
Hereticks, that they may be ,/aved among 
the remnant of the true Mraelites, and that 
we may be all one fold under one ſbepberd; 
but, with the inveteracy of this clamor, 

we muſt equivocate with God in ſuch prayer; 
for how can we pray that we may be all ane 


fold under one, ſhepherd, be all joined in 


one boy and ſprritual commumion, whilſt 
it is a crime ſo abominable, in their opinions, 
ſpeeches, , 396 writings, to ſuffer them to 
enjoy with us, one tem rivilege or 
blaſting?

How different is the lan of this po- 
lar clamor, from that of W Church 2 
wards this people? Curſes, and not prayers, 
areuttered now from every quarter, and inſtead 
of aiming at, and wiſhing their welfare and 
converſion, envy and grudging, hatred, 
uncharitableneſs, perſecution and expulſion, 
are the preſent proofs of Chriſtianity, I 
cannot help looking upon this behaviour 
as a ſpecies of that anger which Solomon 
tell us, res in the boſom of fools ; it is a 
conduct oppoſite to that precept of the 
apoſtle, which bids us be angry, and fin 
not; and finful I am ſure it is, to treat any

It was Saul, the Jew, 
that was ferce, miſchievous, clamorous, 
outrageous, and perſecuting ; it was the 
ewi/h high-prieſt that ſupplied him with 
is thundering anathema's, and gave him 
his cruel letters and commiſſion; there was 
no ſuch fiery zeal and evil- mindedneſs to- 
wards any fellow- creature obſerved in St. 
Paul, the Chriſtian, after the gloriousligbt had 
ſhone round him in his way to Damaſcus, It 
was a Jeuiſb principle and practice to hate, 
and do all ill offices, or at lealt refaſe all good 
ones, to the Samaritans ; the Jeus would not 
allow them to be neighbours ; the hand that 
could graſp unlawful poſſeſſions, that was- 
not clean from unrightecus dealing, muſt be 
immediately waſhed, if it had inadvertently 
touched them: They had no humanity wi 
regard to thoſe objects of their averſion ; 
they would have no dealings, concerns, or 
traffick with them; and it naturalization 
had been thought of in thoſe times, how 
many ones had been taken up in Jrruſa- 
lem ; What a clamor had been raiſed if any 
ruler of the Jews had moved, ot conſented 
in their council, or ſanhedrim; for any Sa- 
maritan to be naturalized ? But our Well- 
diſtinguiſhing and merciful Lord endeavours 
to take away and remove ſuch Jeuiſb ma- 
lice and acrimony ; he points out and re- 
N | com- 
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commends, in one of his parables, a good Sa- 


maritan to their eſteem and imitation; and, 


at another time, inſtructs and converts a wo- 


man of Samaria. The hatred of ene ſuppoſed 


tobe an enemy, withallthecruel circumſtances 


attending that fierce paſſion, was a Jewiſh 


tenet and precept ; but the language of the 


Chriſtian religion is quite different. Our 
Saviour's excellent ſermon upon the mount, 
that improvement of, and refinement upon 
morality, commands food to a hungry adver- 


ſary, and all good offices to thoſe that hate us, 


and deſpitefully uſe us. Now what is the 
ground of this popular clamor amongſt 
Chriſtians ? becauſe a good office is ſaid, or 
thought: te be done to our Jeuiſb adver- 
ſaries. Is it not then to ſtartle mankind 
with regard to our faith in Chriſt, and our 


profeſſion of his goſpel of univerſal love and 


peace, when our outragious ſpeeches and 
actions are ſo dire#ly oppoſite to the loving 
and , peaceable frame and deportment of 
Chriſtianity.
